US. Has Billions 

Lest to Spend 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday (UP).— 

he government had more thar 
$178,008,000,000 to spend in the 
12 months that ended last June 
30, and up to June 1 had man- 
aged to get rid of only 
$65,900,000,000 of it, a Congres- 
sional committee reports. 

Sen. Harry Byrd, Va, the 
only Democratic chairman of a 
committee of the Republican- 
controlled 83d Congress, released 
figures showing that the Federal 
government had 112 100 000 000 
in still unspent money on May 31. 

Although some was paid out 
in June, Congress appropriated 
another $54,500,000,000 for the 12 
months beginning July 1, so the 
new Administration had a tidy 
sum for use in the current - 
month period, Sen. Byrd said. 

His committee did not go into 
how much of the unspent 
was “obligated”—committed for 
use by contracts or government 
programmes established by law. 

Byrd said the money 
available for government use in
